on him, as he has influenced it. 


Saarinen was taken to the heart of American 
Architects when he produced his second prize design 
in the “Chicago Tribune’ competition. Strange thing 
that a Finnish Architect should make to skyscraper 
design a contribution which came at just the right 
moment to touch off a new movement in the approach 
to the expression of tall buildings This design has 
left an indelible mark, even on such Architects as 
Raymond Hood who with his partner Howells won 
the competition with a Gothic tower——but never looked 
back again. Rockefeller Centre is one of many build- 
ings that owes a debt to Saarinen. 

When Saarinen settled at the Cranbrook Academy 
it was to contribute ideas and buildings always fitting 


and always sensitive, the work of a craftsman-archi- 
tect, a man with an absorbed and vast experience in 
composition and materials. His executed work there, 
and in a varied practice in other States of the Union, 
has those qualities which many of us—in later life at 
any rate—like to feel we can detect in all buildings 
which are destined to live in the history of architectural 
evolution. 

It is a long way back to Saarinen’s early beginnings 
in Finland, even to his magnificent Station at Helsing- 
fors, one of the great imaginative conceptions of this 
century, architecture lending its nobility to the public 
service in the shape of a thrilling contribution to civic 
design. 

Eliel Saarinen, eschewing the temptation to startle, 
to excite, to reflect the modish passing scene, has 
planted his faith in the finer and enduring principles, 
and has both sought and achieved quality. His 
executed work is of the type that can mellow and mature. 

His writings, particularly his contributions in the field 
of Town Planning, are of the calibre that one would 
hope for from an architect of such accomplishment.

The Council for Architecture, Town 
Planning and Building Research, on 
behalf of the Festival of Britain

The main object of the scheme 1s to 
simulate an interest in landscape or 
architectural design which would be 
beneficial for tuture work The 
scheme also has as an additional object 
the provision of an historical record 
of accepted ideas of good design at 
the time of the Festival. 

Any buildings, or group of build- 
ings or any improvement to rural or 
urban landscaping (excluding very 
large nominations such as new towas 
or large development schemes, and 
very small nominations such as single 
houses) will be eligible for the award 

The works must be Great 
Britain and able to be viewed ex 
ternally by the public Their con 
struction must have been begun after 
August 15, 1945, and must have 
reached a sufficiently advanced stage 
of completion by September 1, 1950,

Iwo main problems had to be met shed construction without exposed cross beams to give maximum 
i light during daytime; 2, a form of construction using @ minimum of supports so as to avoid obstacles in the 


installation of the heavy machinery. 


Because it was still difficult to obtain supplies of construction materials, the solution was a reinforced concrete 
construction. Only six supports were used for the shed which, with its curved form, is an ideal reflector of 


daylight. An installation for control of humidity and temperature operates throughout the building 
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The house originally designed for the site had 
to be severely reduced in area to suit current 
licensing regulations, provision has been made for 
adding the flat roofed lean-to accommodating 


space later. 

A particular requirement of the owner was 
that a solid fuel cooker should be installed in the 
kitchen in addition to the orthodox type electric 
cooker, this is used for water heating also. 

Work to the terrace and garden walls was not 
permitted. The hatch to the roof has been 
designed to take a comfortable loft iadder.

He shows 
clearly that the overspill, smaller than 
onginally foreseen by Portsmouth, 
could more advantageously be housed 
in the existing built-up areas in the 
main, that is at Waterlooville, Fareham 
and Lee-on-Solent, all of which are in 
need of redevelopment and articula- 
in conjunction with rehousing in

How sensible this would seem. We 
have long been dazzled by the con- 
ception of the neighbourhood as an 
almost geometric pattern on paper, 
one which bears no relation to the 
sociological pattern; which is as Mrs. 
Glass shows us a tar more lively 
pattern, indeed a series of infinitely 
varied and diflerent§ patterns super- 
imposed on one another. May one 
Suggest that this conception possesses 
far greater possibilities to the archi- 
tect than the rather deadly and 
repetitive geometric patterns we have 
come so easily lo accept. 

In fact Mr, Lock recommends the 
creation ot a number of self-contained 
towns around the existing communities 
within the Portsmouth area. And 
though it is nowhere stated such a 
radical recommendation must, one 
cannot help feeling, involve consider- 
able administrative and boundary 
changes. Mr. Lock does state in his 
foreword that certain questions affect- 
ing administrative and boundary 
changes have been studied but have 
not been included because it is under- 
stood that such questions are at 
present under consideration. Here 
surely is the whole crux of the plan- 
ning crisis? It has already been found 
in attempting to implement the 
Greater London Plan; where the main 
authority who should support it finds 
itself sabotaging it, and it must occur 
with every regional planning scheme 
These plans cannot possibly be 
properly implemented as long as local 
government organisation remains in 
the chaotic and out of date state it 1s 
It is as ill adapted for the carrying 
out of planning reforms as it was a 
hundred years ago for carrying out 
Chadwick's health reforms and = as 
radical changes must take place if 
these regional plans are to be im 
plemented. 

The industrial problems of the 
Portsmouth district are great. Not 
only is the dockyard and its ancillaries 
the primary industry, but it is the 
pivotal industry on which the area 
thrives. Its requirements carry great 
weight. It accounts directly and = in- 
directly for about one third of the 
employment in the area, while other 
industry is dependant on it, and 
though in these days of planned 
economy, a single industry area is not 
in the danger it was in the laissez 
faire ‘twenties and in spite of the 
attirmed intentions of government to 
continue to use Portsmouth the 
primary Naval Base, world factors 
might radically change this. Mr 
Lock has suggested the bringing of 
new industries into the redevelop- 
ment areas to correct the bias and take 
up the growing under-employment and 
has set aside areas for this purpose. 
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It should not be difficult to obtain 
such industries, especially those mainly 
employing women, in view of the 
posiuon of Portsmouth and the wage 
standards which are somewhat lower 
than the national average.

Problem 


A Preliminary Review issued by the 
United Nations Economic Com- 
mission for Europe. 


= review shows that the housing 
problem is by no means confined 
to the British Isles and indeed bears 
out that conditions in this country, bad 
as they are, are very much better than 
those existing on the Continent. bor 
example, in the 17 countries reviewed 
it will take 22 years on the aggregate to 
meet their requirements whereas the 
estimate for the United Kingdom, 
which is one of the 17 countries, is 7 
years. The figure shown for the city 
of Vienna is S59 years while that to 
Greece is the fantastic one of 154 
years, all on the assumption that there 
will be a programme of house con 
struction twice as great as before the 
war. Reference is made at page 31 to 
the restrictions which have been im 
posed on the use of timber and it ts 
pointed out that the United Kingdom 
has probably carried out the substitu- 
tion of concrete joists, etc., tor timber 
further than any other country and has 
reduced the amount of timber pet 
mitted per house by more than halt 
compared with pre-war 

Of considerable interest are the 
references to the housing programme 
in the U.S.S.R. and it is worthy of note

Editorial Notes 


This sheet deals with the principles of the design of foundations to load bearing walls. It is intended only as a general 
guide as the majority of foundations are subject to calculation in relation to local conditions. 


Figures | and 2 deal with the general principles of foundation design. The table (Figure |) can be used to deter- 
mine the width of a foundation, given the wall load per square foot. 


Diagram 2 gives the proportional increase of the depth of a foundation to its width, in order to prevent shear in 
the concrete at the wall base. 


The Model Bye-laws lay down certain recommendations in connection with foundation design. The width of the 
concrete bed is required to be twice the width of the wall, and the depth is one and one-third times the projection 
of the foundation rae the wall. In practice this projection may need to be more than half the width of the wall, 
in order to allow a minimum of 6° working space between the wall face and the side of the trench. 


Shrinkable clays are those which are firm enough to bear the weight of the building, but which shrink in dry 
weather and a expand in wet weather. The amount of moisture in the clay varies seasonally, down to a 
depth of about 6’ 0”, the variation becoming smaller with an increase in depth. This movement in the subsoil can 
cause cracking at the corners of a building, and around openings. In cavity wal! construction, the outer leaf may 
become — separated from the inner leaf. Large trees near buildings will absorb a great amount of water 
from the soil, down to a depth of 10’ 0”; this will also cause cracking. 


The pile and beam foundation is one which can be used to advantage on firm shrinkable clays This method 
should be used on flat sites; (sloping sites should be levelled). The piles shown in this example are spaced at about 
8’ 0° centres, this dimension varying with the position and number of openings in the building. The depth of the pile 
is from 8’ 0° to 14’ 0° for easy working, while the diameter varies from |0° to 14°. The reinforced concrete beam, 
to which the piles are anchored, supports the external walis. Internal walls are supported in the site concrete 
which should be cast independently of the reinforced concrete beam 


Strip footings are only economical for small buildings. On level sites the footings should be at least 3 0° deep 
and' on sloping sites, the depth should be increased to a 3’ 6° minimum. The building affords a certain amount 
of protection to the soil under it, therefore, the changes in volume of the clay vary around external and party walls. 
Partition walls may be supported on site concrete in a solid ground floor, but party walls, whether on solid or sus- 
pended ground floors, and partition walls on a suspended floor should be supported on a strip footing as shown in 
the second diagram. 


Foundations of the type shown in diagram Nos. 4 and 5 must be specially designed for the building in question and 
only general rules are set out on this sheet.
